Ford still 
hopeful 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite a 
crucial setback. President Ford still 
holds out hope that Congress will 
approve his request for emergency 
military aid to the governments of 
Cambodia 
and 
South 
Vietnam, 
a 
spokesman said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
-eporters that Ford hoped Congress 
could still be persuaded by two things 
—the testimony of a congressional 
delegation which went to Indochina and 
recent television news film of the many 
deaths that have resulted from the 
conflict in Cambodia 


with Rep Donald M Fraser, D Minn , 
over a possible compromise on the aid. 
Fraser is a major critic of any further 
U.S. weapons for Cambodia. 
At the White House, Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen responded by saying that 
Ford still hopes that Congress will 
approve his request He said Ford felt 
Congress could be persuaded by the 
testimony of a congressional delegation 
which recently returned from Southeast 
Asia and the film of the Cambodian 
conflict which has been shown on 
television. 
Morgan said he was reluctant —but 
willing — to schedule further committee 
meetings next week as a last hope of 
getting 
the 
House 
to 
vote 
some 
emergency aid by the end of next week. 
“I just want to bite the bullet and get 
it over with one way or another,’ he 
said.

A county conditional use permit was 
granted 
by 
the 
County 
Planning 
Commission Wednesday to the Santa 
Ynez Winery to allow a multi-million 
dollar venture with a 1,200 ton-per-year 
crush capacity to get under way near 
Los Olivos. 
A unanimous vote of approval came 
after the planners approved a list of 
conditions, which include allowing the 
operator, A Brooks Firestone, to handle 
considerable off-premise tonnage as 
well as from vineyards existing on the 
property, in case of any crop failures. 
Firestone requested and was granted 
total off-premise tonnage of up to 4,000 
tons in any five-year period, on a motion 
by Mrs. Thomas Nielsen, of Solvang. 
Final approval of the winery project, 
first of its kind in the county, has come 
after major expansion of premium wine 
grape vineyards in the county in recent 
years, followed by a more recent sharp 
cut in market prices. 
Initial crush is expected next fall.

Reds extend Viet offensive 


SAIGON (UPIi - Communist troops 
extended their six-day offensive to the 
fertile Mekong Delta rice growing 
region today, overrunning five hamlets 
and putting three district capitals under 
heavy attack, the Saigon command said. 
The new assaults expanded fighting to 
the length of South Vietnam Previous 
Communist thrusts struck at a 400-mile 
line running north of Saigon, but not 
south of the capital 
Viet Cong saboteurs blew up a bus 
with a land mine near Tra On district 
capital, 60 miles southwest of Saigon, 
killing 18 civilians and wounding 20 
others, a Saigon military spokesman 
said. 
The command said an Air Vietnam 
commercial flight was believed hit by 
enemy antiaircraft fire Wedn^Hav near 


Pleiku in the Central Highlands, killing 
all 26 persons aboard, including three 
Americans 
In Saigon, the government ordered a 
nationwide mobilization, placing every 
man from the ages of 17 to ® on military 
call to meet the Communist drive 
In the Mekong Delta, Communist 
troops overran five hamlets near Ba Tri 
district town, 47 miles southwest of 
Saigon, the command said 
Communist troops attacked but were 
repulsed and suffered 46 men killed in 
attacks 
on 
three 
district 
capitals 
—county seats —in Ba Xuyen province, 
100 miles south of Saigon, command 
spokesman Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien said. 


The militia suffered 12 killed and 23 
wounded, Hien said. 


Government warplanes knocked out 
eight tanks and damaged nine others in 
driving back a Communist armored 
assault near the Parrot’s Beak sector of 
the Cambodian border and Go Dau Ha 
district capital, 35 miles west of Saigon, 
the command said. 
Pilots said they killed 77 Communist 
soldiers during the bombing missions 
In the five-day house-to-house battle 
for the provincial capital of Ban Me 
Thuot, 163 miles north of Saigon, field 
officers said the government poured in 
fresh troops to fight off thousands of 
tank-led North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong troops 
The 
S aigon 
com m and 
said 
government forces cleared the city of 
Communist tanks, destroying 46 of 
them, but added. “ It is too difficult to 


say what part (of the city) belonged to 
whom ’’ 
Nine Americans, three Canadians, one 
Australian and one Filipino have been 
pinned down inside the city since 
fighting broke out 
Just 25 miles north of Ban Me Thuot, 
however. Communist forces Wednesday 
overran the district capital of Buon Ho 
the sixth district capital to fall since 
the begming of the six-day offensive. 
To the north, government relief forces 
trying to recapture overrun Tien Phuoc 
district capital, 340 miles north of 
Saigon, 
met 
strong 
Communist 
resistance today, the command said. 
In Saigon, the government announced 
it was mobilizing draft-eligible men “ to 
meet the battlefield requirement in the 
face of large-scale Communist attacks. ’’

The younger Firestone is listed as 
applicant for the permit in county 
records and also as a general partner in 
the operation. He previously served with 
the tire company’s office in England, 
and now lives at Arroyo Perdido Ranch, 
near Los Olivos. 
The winery will be built along Zaca 
Station Rd., east of Los Olivos and north 
of Buellton. 
Firestone told the commission that 
studies are being done on possibility of 
utilizing solid wastes from the winery as 
animal feed.

Restoration of historic adobe planned 


It’s known officially as the Gaviota 
State Beach Hollister Adobe — that 
sagging structure crumbling to the right 
of Highway 1 as driving from Lompoc, 
you arrive at Las Cruces, the old 
stagecoach stop that is now the junction 
of Highway 101. 
And now, a citizens committee has 
been formed to coordinate with the 
state 
Department 
of 
Parks 
and 
Recreation to rehabilitate the moldering 
historic landmark 
The 
structure’s 
beginnings 
are 
obscure, but it is believed to date from 
the late Mexican period when it was part 
of the 8,152-acre Las Cruces land grant 
in Gaviota Pass. 
This was said to have been originally 
deeded 
circa 
1820-1830 
to 
Miguel 
Cordero and patented to his descendants 
in 1883 by President Chester A Arthur. 
The adobe is and has also been known 
as the Cordero Adobe. 
The ranch became part of the 125,000- 
acre land empire acquired by the 
Dibblee-Hollister partnership in the late 
1860’s. In 1862, when the partnership was 
dissolved, Thomas B. Dibblee retained 
ownership of the San Julian Ranch and 
Col. W.W. Hollister kept the contiguous 


ranch, Las Cruces, to become part of the 
Hollister Estate. 
Las Cruces became an important 
crossroad settlement during the latter 
third of the 19th century and was an 
overnight 
stopover 
for 
farm ers 
delivering grain and other crops from 
the Santa Ynez Valley to the Gaviota 
Wharf. 
The 
original 
adobe 
became 
a 
combination 
hotel, 
saloon, 
stable, 
blacksmith shop and stagecoach depot. 
Over the years three shingle roofs were 
installed, one over the other, to protect 
the adobe walls below. 
The Las Cruces Adobe was leased by 
the late Jean Loustalot’s father, Jacob, 
m 1894 
Loustalot had come from 
Southern France to California and 
leased part of the Hollister Ranch and 
built the Loustalot corrals, where sheep 
and cattle were held after being shipped 
to Gaviota Wharf on their way to the 
Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valleys. 
A Las Cruces Adobe Citizens Advisory 
Committee, 
which 
will 
work 
in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
California 
Department of Parks and Recreation in 
the complete 
rehabilitation of 
the 
historic landmark, north of Gaviota, has 


been organized and officers elected. 
The initial session of the group, 
attended by representatives of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
and residents of the Santa Ynez Valley 
and Santa Barbara, was held last week 
at the home of Mrs. Cesanna Loustalot 
in Santa Ynez. 
Mrs. Loustalot’s late husband. Jean, 
was raised m the adobe at a period when 
it was known as the Loustalot adobe in 
the late 1880’s and through the 1920's. 
The site of the adobe is owned by the 
state and the State Department of Parks 
and Recreation has given a high priority 
to the Las Cruces Adobe as part of the 
proposed plans for upgrading Gaviota 
State Park. Plans call not only for the 
restoration of the adobe, but complete 
rehabilitation 
of 
its 
grounds 
and 
rebuilding 
of 
its 
other 
original 
structures and facilities 
Under the plan, the adobe will be 
restored 
to 
thus 
provide 
another 
historical 
landmark 
for 
the Santa 
Barbara County area to as near as its 
original condition as possible. 
Hopefully, too, it was noted at the 
meeting, the Las Cruces Adobe will be 
developed into an overnight hostel to be 
used as part of the currently planned

Rebel rockets halt U.S. Cambodian airlift 


PHNOM 
PENH

Rebel 
rockets exploded in a Cambodian army 
ammunition dump near the Pochentong 
airport 
terminal 
today, 
forcing 
a 
temporary halt to the American airlift 
of vital supplies, 
The 
blast touched off secondary 
explosions that reverberated for several 
hours and sent slugs and shrapnel 
whining across the airport and a nearby 
highway. 
The blast shattered windows in the 
terminal building, but evidently caused 
no injuries. 
Because of the exploding ammunition, 
U.S. authorities halted the DC8 and C130 
airlift of food, fuel and ammunition 
from Saigon and Thailand for the rest of 
the day. 
A senior Cambodian officer said the 
explosion destroyed “many tons of 
ammunition.’’ A U.S. official, however, 
said the dump was a “small storage 
area.” 
Before the ammo dump explosion, 
U.S.-chartered planes delivered 330 tons 
of rice, 90 tons of fuel and about 180 tons 
of ammunition. The airlift was called off 
at about 2 p.m. —four hours earlier than 
usual. The planes only fly from dawn to 
dusk. 
Government forces on the capital 


defense perimeter pressed operations 
aimed at forcing back the rebel artillery 
and rocket positions hampering the 
supply airlift into Pochentong airport. 


With napalm air strikes and helicopter 
gunship cover, a major new offensive 
was launched northward from highway 
four about 12 miles west of the capital. 
American officials said they were still 
optimistic that the U.S. Congress would 
come through with the supplemental aid 


appropriation they contend is vuai for

They said they expected some changes

The carnival that accompanies the Flower 
Festival activities each year at Ryon Park got a 
bad ride from the Parks and Recreation 
Commission last night 
The tilt-a-whirl, mad mouse, and super 
octopus won’t be found where they usually are 
each summer during the Flower Festival, 
huddled closely as possible to the food booths, if 
the commission has its way 
If the commission doesn’t get its Way, the 1975 
Flower Festival carnival will be the biggest in 
the festival’s history and it will be found where 


It IS every year at Ryon Park 
However, if the commission could, they would 
see to the elimination of the carnival all 
together 
Commissioner Larry Flinkingshelt spoke for 
most of the commissioners when he said, "I 
don’t like the carnival there anyway I think it 
detracts from the idea of the Flower Festival 
“ I 
think 
they 
(the 
Flower 
Festival 
Committee i makes money at the expense of the 
enjoyment of the Flower Festival” 
Chairman Joe Valencia observed, “ The 
purpose of the carnival was to get people out 
there to enjoy themselves, ùit they (the 
committee i is using it as a super-money making 
thing ’’ 
The subject came up when a request for 
expanded carnival facilities at Ryon Park 
during the ’75 festival was presented to the 
commission 
by 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Superintendent Jack Anderson, who is servmg 
as the City’s representative to the Flower 
Festival Committee 
The festival committee, chaired this year by 
Joe 
Herron, wants permission from the 
commission to double the size of last year’s 
carnival at Ryon Park to 30 major rides and to 
allow many of the rides to be set-up on the grass 
east of the tennis courts. 


As superintendent, Anderson said he had no 
objections to the request if the carnival agreed 
to post a $1,000 cash bond The bond, which has 
never been required in the past, would be used 
to pay for any park damage the huge carnival 
might cause 
l^is request ignited a half hour discussion by 
the commissioners of what’s wrong with the 
camy being a part of the annual festival. 


Commissioner Leonard Akronowitz began by 
asking what is being done about Bie increasing 
volume of damage caused to the park each year 
by the carnival and the food booths 
“ I think the Flower Festival has grown to the 
point where the city can not absorb the cost 
anymore,’’ replied Anderson 
Flinkingshelt said he just didn’t like the 
carnival at the festival “ I don’t think it adds 
that much,’’ he explained 
He said he would like to see the bright lights, 
rides and booths moved away from Ryon Park 
and suggested either the football field behind 
the park or along Cypress Avenue and South T 
Street, just west of the park 
In the past, Anderson noted, the carnivals 
have objected to any move away from the 
activity of the food booths. 
Akronowitz mentioned that the ride prices 
have become nearly prohibitive in recent years 
anyway 
Anderson reminded the commission that the 
festival makes a goodly amount of its gross 
profit each year from the carnival, which 
accounts for its presence The festival’s net 
profit, though, is not much, he said 
"I would like to see us recommend that the 
carnival be moved 
We will probably be 
overruled 
by 
the 
City 
Council,’’ 
said 
Flmkingshelt. 
"But,” 
injected 
Commissioner 
George 
Johnson, "we would be on the record” 
The commission finally passed a motion 
denying 
the 
committee’s 
request 
and 
recommended to the committee that this year’s 
carnival be set-up on Cypress and T. 
The commission indicated that they expect 
the festival committee to appeal to the City 
Council. 
"We are concerned that the park and turf is 
not damaged for the sake of making a few 
dollars ... so I think this motion is a good one,” 
concluded Valencia. 
In other business, Lt. Howard Reshoft 
reported to the commission that the drinking 
problem at Ryon Park has been alleviated by 
regular and reserve police surveillance The 
rainy weather has help^ too, he said 
"This last month we haven’t had any trouble 
there,” Anderson confirmed. 
The problem of people drinking alcohol in the 
park was brought up at last month’s commis­ 
sion meeting.

Big phosphate mine 
to open in county

Cuyama Phosphate Corp. has 
been given a county permit to 
operate 
a 
major 
mining 
operation in Santa Barbara 
County. 
The 
County 
Planning 
Commission 
Wednesday 
unanimously 
approved 
a 
conditional 
use 
permit 
— 
listing many strict conditions 
designed to mitigate possible 
adverse 
environmental 
impacts 
— 
to 
allow 
the 
company 
to 
produce 
an 
assertedly 
"unique 
natural 
phosphate” at a substantially 
cheaper 
price 
than 
what 
farmers in the region now are 
required to pay for out-of-state 
and foreign phosphates. 
Denny Dennison, president of 
the firm, said it has been 
proven 
that 
Cuyama 
phosphates "outproduce other 
domestic phosphates.” 
The mine site will be on 40 
acres of 
1609-acre property in 


the dry hills five miles south of 
New Cuyama, within the Los 
Padres National Forest. 
Exploratory drilling on the 
site 
the 
past 
few 
years 
uncovered the huge phosphate 
field said to have a possible 
yield of more than 70-million 
tons of finished product, said 
Dennison. 
The 1609-acre property is 
leased from the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management, with no 
close-off date. 
The County 
Planning Commission’s permit 
is for five years, and can be 
renewed as long as conditions 
are met and the operation does 
not run into difficulties. 
Dennison said he is hopeful to 
commence deliveries by mid­ 
summer. Mining equipment to 
be installed will comply with 
County Air Pollution Control 
District standards.

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Trail of Patty Hearst 
leads to Pennsylvania 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - U.S. 
Attorney John Cottone confirmed today 
that 
a 
federal 
grand 
jury 
was 
investigating the likelihood that "a 
person or persons” illegally hid fugitive 
newspaper heiress Patty Hearst in 
northeastern 
Pennsylvania 
last 
summer. 
One newspaper said indictments likely 
would reveal that Miss Hearst hid out in 
the Scranton area several months ago. 
Willie Wolfe, whom Miss Hearst said 
she loved prior to his death last year in a 
police shootout in suburban Los Angeles, 
was from the Allentown, Pa., area 
—about 60 miles south of Scranton. 
In San Francisco, Randolph A. Hearst 
said he was told by the FBI several 
weeks ago that it was believed his 
daughter spent last summer on a 
Pennsylvania farm, but that the trail 
was now “cold.” Hearst said he also was 
told by the FBI “they don’t know where 
she is now.” 
“The grand jury is sitting and one of 
its investigations involves the Hearst 
case,” Cottone said today. “That’s all I 
can say at this point.” 
FBI 
and 
U.S. 
Treasury 
agents, 
carrying briefcases and files, visited 
Cottone’s office as the 23 grand jurors 
were sequestered in a small room on the 
10th floor in the federal building here. 
The grand jury room was cordoned off 
and 
newsmen 
who tried 
to enter 
Cottone’s office were threatened with 
arrest. 
The Harrisburg Patriot said in its 
morning 
edition 
that 
indictments 
involving the Hearst case would be 
handed down later today. 
The Patriot said it had learned “from 
reliable local sources” that the grand 


jury later today would indict “a person 
or persons accused of harboring Miss 
Hearst in Scranton.” 
It said the sources could not say 
whether the indictments also might 
involve the harboring of William and 
Emily Harris, Miss Hearst’s compan­ 
ions 
in the Symbionese Liberation 
Army. 
The Scranton Tribune also reported in 
its morning edition that the grand jury 
here would be asked to “consider” such 
an indictment. A similar report was 
carried in Uie San Francisco Chronicle. 
The Tribune said Miss Hearst had 
been seen in the ScrantonWilkes-Barre 
area earlier this year iHit, according to 
its sources, was no longer in the vicinity.

described the hunt for Miss Hearst and 
Bill and Emily Harris, her alleged 
comrades in the Symbionese Liberation 
Army that kidnaped her, as “pretty hot 
rigiit now.”

Panel rejects smog 
device ban, will 
review Rains' bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A Senate-passed measure abolishing 
requirements that 1.9 million used cars in the Los Angeles area be 
equipped with antismog devices has been rejected by the 
Assembly Transportation Committee. 
The measure (SB13) by Sen. Nate Holden, D-€ulver City, failed 
to clear the committee on a 7-8 vote Wednesday. The measure 
needed eight votes. Holden said he would ask the committee for 
reconsideration next week. 
At the same time the committeee voted 8-7 to reconsider a 
measure (SB41) by Sen. Omer Rains, which is designed to remove 
some areas now technically included in the South C ^st Air Basin. 
If the areas were not included motorists would not be required 
to have the $35 antismog devices on 1966-70 model cars. 
Rains’ bill was identical to Holden’s when it was voted out of the 
Senate last January. But when the Transportation Committee 
rejected it a week ago he told the committee he would amend it 
and ask for reconsideration. 
A spokesman for Rains said the amended version of the bill 
would delete portions of San Bernardino, Los Angeles, Santa 
Barbara, Riverskle, which have relatively clean air. Rains’ bill 
would exclude 90,000 cars from the program. Other areas in the 
»iK^gy six-county basin would still be required to install the 
antismog devices. 


Tough strip mining bill passed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 'The Senate passed a tough strip mine 
control bill Wednesday and the House could vote on the 
controversial issue before the weekend. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., chief sponsor of the House bill, 
said today the Ford administration and the coal industry would 
continue trying to weaken the legislation passed 84-13 by the 
S«iate. 
The bill was changed only sli^ tly during floor debate and major 
moves to strengthen or weaken it failed by heavy majorities. 
As passed by the Senate, the bill would require the restoration of 
lands to approximately their original contours after strip mining 
is completed.

Dipping again into the recently published cookbook

Association of University Women, we bring you 
recipes today for a dinner served 
by Stephanie 
Mefford. Her French menu included vichysoisse, 
scallops 
Bordelaise, 
tomatoes 
stuffed 
with 
mushrooms, 
brussel 
sprouts with bacon, salad 
chiffonnade and creme tarte with fruit glaze 


Vichysoisse 
4 leeks (white part) sliced thinly 
1 medium onion, sliced thinly 
V4 cup butter or margarine 
5 medium potatoes (4 cups) sliced thinly 
4 cups chicken broth 
1 tbsp. salt 
2 cups light cream 
I cup whipping cream 
Cook leeks and onion in butter until tender, but not 
brown; add potatoes, broth and salt. Cook 35-40 
minutes. Rub through a fine sieve. Return to heat; 
add milk and light cream. Season to taste. Bring to a 
boil. Cool; rub through fine sieve. When cold, add 
whipping cream. Chill before serving. Garnish with 
finely chopped chives. Makes 8 servings. 


Scallops Bordelaise 
1 lb. fresh scallops 
V4 cup butter 
1 small onion, minced 
Vi carrot, minced 
1 small piece celery, minced 
2 tbsp minced parsley 
Vi lb. fresh mushrooms, sliced thinly 
‘/4 cup brandy 
Vi cup dry red wine 
1 can (8 oz.) tomatoes, chopped 
2 tbsp. bread crumbs 
salt, pepper and cayenne pepper 
4 slices French bread 
Wash scallops in cold water; dry on cloth towel. If 
large sea scallops are used, cut in half. If bay scallops 
are used, do not cut. Melt butter in saucepan over 
moderate heat. Add onion, carrot, celery, parsley and 
mushrooms. Saute, stirring frequently, until onion 
turns yellow Add scallops, wine and brandy. Set 
ablaze; when flame subsides, add tomatoes and 
cover, simmering slowly 5-7 minutes. Stir in bread 
crumbs Add salt and pepper to taste Serve on French 
bread slices fried in butter. Serves 4. 


Tomatoes Farcies ala Parisienne 
Prepare Vi lb mushrooms duxelles.+ Add to the 
duxelles 2 tbsp. tomato puree or meat gravy. Remove 
just the center of the tops of six tomatoes and squeeze 
gently out, the seeds and water. Fill tomatoes with 
the duxelles mixture. Arrange them in 
a shallow 
buttered heatproof dish and sprinkle tops with fresh 
bread crumbs and a little melted butter. Sprinkle with 
Parmesan cheese if desired. Bake at 400 degrees for 
20 minutes. Serves 6. 


+ Mushroom Duxelles 
Wash, drain and chop mushrooms very finely Melt 
4 tbsp. butter, add mushrooms and 2 finely chopped 
shallots or onions. Cook and stir until moisture has 
evaporated. Add Vi tsp. salt and 2 tsp. chopped 
parsley. Use for stuffings or sauces or to fill tomato 
shells or artichoke bottoms for elaborate garnishes. 


Choux de Bruxelles Menagere 
(Brussel sprouts with bacon) 
Cook brussel sprouts about 20 minutes in boiling 
salted water, with cover. Drain thoroughly. Saute 2 or 
3 slices of bacon and cut finely. Add 1 tsp. chopped 
onion (saute in butter.) Add drained sprouts and toss 
together until sprouts are hot. Season with salt and 
pepper and sprinkle with parsley. 


Salad Chiffonnade 
Wash, drain and dry equal amounts of different 
kinds of lettuce greens (romaine, endive, chicory, 
iceberg, dandelion greens.) Break up the greens in a 
salad bowl. Add cut celery, peeled and quartered 
tomatoes, chopped hard cooked eggs, watercress and 
chopped 
cooked 
beets 
as 
desired. 
Mix 
with 
Vinaigrette sauce, 1 tbsp. per serving. Sprinkle with 
cheese. 


Vinaigrette sauce 
Mix 1 tsp. salt, 1 tsp. ground pepper, 2 tbsp. vinegar. 
Add 6 tbsp. salad oil and mix well. For a sharper 
dressing, add dry or prepared mustard. Enough for 6 
servings of salad. 


Creme Tarte with Fruit Glaze 
Combine Vi cup Cool Whip, 1 cup milk, l/a cup sour 
cream and 1 pkg. (3% oz.) instant vanilla pudding mix 
(dry.) Beat until thick and smooth. Pour into baked 
tarte shell. Chill. 
Arrange fruit — cantaloupe, canned peaches, 
banana, 
blueberries, 
maraschino 
cherries 
(or 
whatever fruits desired) on top of chilled tarte. Glaze 
with V4 cup warm apricot jam. Thin with water if 
necessary and strain jam if desired. Glaze with pastry 
brush. 


Tarte shell 
1 ‘/4 cup flour 
Vt cup butter 
V4 cup finely chopped pecans or walnuts 
3 tbsp. brown sugar 
Blend in small bowl. Put in 9 'z inch tarte pan and 
pat evenly on sides and bottom. Bake at 400 degrees 
for 15-18 minutes. Cool before filling.

SACRAMENTO (UPli - Controversial 
legislation banning the sale of aerosol spray 
cans for two years in California has moved a 
step closer to winning passsage from the 
Senate 


The measure cleared the Health Committee 
Wednesday on a 5-2 vote after a University of 
California scientist testified that chemicals 
released by aerosol cans may be dangerously 
depleting the earth's protective layer of ozone 
with one result being an alarming increase in 
skin cancer. 


But scientists for duFont, a major producer of 
flourocarbon gases used in aerosols, insisted 
there was “no experimental evidence" proving 
that 
the 
gases are depleting 
the upper 
atmosphere's supply of ozone. 
Other opponents said ozone depletion was a 
worldwide problem and that the legislation 
would not help improve the atmosphere over 
California 


The bill (SB217) by Sen. John F. Dunlap, D- 
Napa. now goes to the Finance Committee 
The measure would prohibit the manufacture 
of aerosol cans in California after July, 1976, 
and forbid the sale of such spray cans after Jan 
1,1977 The law would be repealed in 1979 unless 
extended by the legislature. 
Sen 
Anthony Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, a 
committee member, said his family recently 


stopped purchasing aerosol cans and easily had 
found substitutes for convenience items such as 
hair sprays, deodorants and spray-on cooking 
lubricants. Another committee member, Sen 
Kalph C. Dills, D-Gardena, argued that aerosol 
cans should be banned because they were lethal 
to youngsters who inhale the chemicals as a 
lark 
Dr. F. Sherwood Rowland, the UC Irvine 
researcher who first posed the problem of 
aerosol sprays in 1973, said the impact of the 
billions of aerosol cans being used annually will 
not be known until the 21st Century because of 
the many years it takes, for the chemicals to 
reach the stratosphere. 
By then, he said, the result might be 
“catastrophic" loss of ozone if his findings are 
correct Ozone filters out ultraviolet rays from 
the sun which can cause skin cancer. 
Dunlap said the measure was “a beginning" 
toward telling manufacturers that aerosol 
sprays will be banned permanently unless 
future research refutes recent findings on the ill 
effects of ozone.

that the industry currently is conducting tests 
on the aerosol problem and results should be 
completed in three to five years No action 
should be taken until the research is finished, he 
said.

A measure of the violence of 
late-winter weather sweeping 
from Texas to the Blue Ridge 
Mountains was the foot-thick 
hailstone 
that 
slammed 
through a roof in Tennessee. 
Add to that thunderstorms, 
flash floods and tornadoes. 
A thunderstorm Wednesday 
dumped the 12-inch hailstone 
through the roof of a Memphis, 
Tenn., 
home, 
one 
woman 
drowned when she drove her 
car into a rain-filled Tennessee 
ditch and at least 17 persons 
were injured by tornadoes and 
high winds that hit Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Alabama. 
A tornado swooped down on 
an elementary school at Char­ 
leston, 
Miss., 
demolishing 
three portable classrooms. The 
twister struck minutes after 87 
children and teachers —alerted 
by a tornado warning —moved 
into the hallway of the main 
school building. Six children 
suffered minor injuries. 
“The miracle to tell is that 
nobody was hurt seriously,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Sally 
Williams, 
principal of the school. 
Mrs. 
Berene 
Lowery, 
a 
second grade teacher, said the 
sky blackened and rain started 
to fall as she conducted a 
reading class. 
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Is it my fault that you're such a lousy teacher?” 


“ All of a sudden the lights 
went out 
and 
things were 
hitting the windows, so I sent 
my children into the hallway,” 
she said. “ I thought it was all 
over —and suddenly the tor­ 
nado hit. 
“Lots of children were crying 
but the majority kept pretty 
calm.” 
Another twister destroyed a

at 
Tutwiler, 
Miss., injuring four women. All 
four were hospitalized. 
Strong winds whipped New 
Market, Ala., overturning and 
damaging nine house trailers 
and injuring three persons. 
Flash floods spread through 
Tennessee and flood warnings 
were up from Texas to the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. 
Tennessee Civil Defense Di­ 
rector 
Jerry 
McFarland 
reported flash flooding, fed by 
five-inch rains, over one-third 
of the state 
“It looks like it’s going to get 
worse before it gets better,” 
McFarland said. 
In Tennessee’s Dyer County, 
Sheriff John Cribbs said high 
waters forced several families 
to leave their lowland homes. 
Some were evacuated by boat.

Mariner 10 
readies for 
Mercury run 


PASADENA, Calif (UPI) - 
Television cam eras warmed up 
today 
aboard 
Mariner 
10, 
preparing for a Sunday photo 
run on the planet Mercury that 
will wind up the useful life of 
the 
most 
productive 
space 
explorer to date. 


Mariner is headed for an 
unprecedented third encounter 
with the small planet tucked in 
the glare of the sun, and its 
fourth planetary mission 
It 
investigated Venus on its way 
to Mercury. 


A command radioed from the 
Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory 
Wednesday 
turned 
on 
the 
spacecraft’s 
twin 
television 
cameras which are to beam 650 
photos 
back 
to 
Earth 
as 
Mariner dashes to within 192 
miles of the Mercurial surface, 
the closest flyby of another 
planet. 


Mariner's 
most 
important 
mission is to gather data on the 
planet's weak magnetic field, 
discovered on an earlier pass to 
the surprise of scientists who 
thought the planet had none. 
Scientists hope to determine 
whether the field is a remnant 
of a stronger one formed when 
Mercury spun faster, millions 
of years ago, or if it is caused 
by 
interaction 
between the 
planet and the powerful solar 
wind This could reveal much 
about the planet’s origin. 


Mariner 10 has travelled 958 
million miles since it was 
launched 17 months ago but is 
now approaching the end of its 
useful life. Its reservoirs of 
rocket fuel and attitude control 
gas are nearly empty. Once 
gone, scientists will no longer 
be able to fire brief rocket 
bursts to change its flight path, 
and the spacecraft will not be 
able to rotate its solar power 
panels toward the sun.

About 65 million years ago, a 
long-necked beast with wings 
51 feet wide soared like a 
vulture over a west Texas 
stream bed in search of a meal 
from a fallen dinosaur, turtle 
or crocodile. 
That’s the scene that might 
be imagined on the basis of a 
report by Douglas Lawson in 
this week’s issue of Science 
magazine. 
Until now, most scientists 
had not believed any flying 
creature could be that big. But 
Lawson says he found the fossil 
bones of a such a winged reptile 
in the siltstone and sandstone 
of what once was a stream bed 
in 
west 
Texas’ 
Big 
Bend 
National Park. 
‘‘It’s really unthinkable that 
this particular big beast was 
not a flying animal of some 
sort, however he managed to do 
it,” said Dr. Wann Langston 
Jr., University of Texas geolo­ 
gy professor who supervised 
Lawson’s work while he was a 
Texas graduate student. 
Lawson, now at the Universi­ 
ty of California at Berkeley, 
estimated the beast, known as 
a pterosaur, had a wingspan of 
51 feet, although he said it 
could have been as small as 36 
feet or as big as 69 feet. The 
largest 
pterosaur 
known 
previously had 2(Ffoot wings. 
The biggest bird today, the 
condor, has a wing spread up to 
10 feet. 
“ It widens our vistas on how 
large a winged creature of any 
kind may have become in 
nature,” Langston said in a 
telephone interview Wednes­ 
day.” 
Pterosaurs, also found in 
western 
Kansas, 
had 
tiny 
bodies for their big wing size 
and very light, hollow bones. 
They are generally thought to 
have had leathery wings like a 
bat.

Because of their small bodies 
and aerodynamic considera­ 
tions, scientists have wondered 
whether the creatures were 
able to flap their wings and 
take off from level ground or 
whether they had to jump off a 
cliff or other high point and 
jjlide. Recent reports, however, 
lave argued the reptiles could 
take off on their own. 
Langston 
said 
the Texas 
discovery supports that theory 
because geologic evidence indi­ 
cates there was no high terrain 


in the area at the time the 
creatures lived. 
Lawson said in the report the 
partial remains found suggest 
the creatures had long necks 
with thin, toothless jaws and 
that they fed off dead dino­ 
saurs, turtles and crocodiles. In 
addition to the big pterosaur, 
bones from two smaller ones 
were found.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Soo Hwang 
Hong, the World Boxing Association 
bantamweight champion from 
Korea, 
looks upon himself as an artist when he 
enters the ring. 
That, he explains, is why his knockout 
record is not overly impressive. He has 
nine KOs in his 32 fights 
“I ’m a good puncher but boxing is an 
art in Asia,’’ said Hong, 24 “ A boxer 
should not try to knock his opponent out. 
A boxer should be scientific. He should 
move around and hit and run. 
"If I was born in the United States, I 
would have many more knockouts than I 
have now ” 
Hong will make his second title 
defense Friday night when he goes 
against Mexico’s young, hard-hitting 
Alfonso Zamora, who has ‘20 knockouts 
in his 20 starts. 
"I know I will win,” the South Korean 
Army sergeant said. ‘“Zamora is only so- 
so. He has no experience. I have fought 
better opponents.” 
South Africa’s Arnold Taylor can 
attest to Hong’s punching ability. Hong, 
who has a 29-2-1 record, dropped Taylor 
seven times en route to a unanimous 
decision in South Africa last July 3 to 
win the WBA 118-pound crown. 
A bachelor with a big smile and a 
quick sense of humor, Hong speaks 
halting English but he can communicate 
ably with an American interviewer He 
knows he’ll be facing an enemy crowd in 
his 
15-rounder 
at 
the 
Forum 
in 
Inglewood, Calif. 
But Hong’s contract to meet Zamora 
stipulated that one of the judges be a 
Korean, Yong Soon Park 
" I know most of the fans will be 
behind Zamora,” he declared, “but I am 
used to this. I like fighting abroad. 1 won 
my title in South Africa Besides, this is 
not Zamora’s country either and I am 
confident the (two) American officials 
will be very honest 
“ I am the champion and I know 1 will 
be treated fairly." 
Although most of the Forum crowd 
will be made up of Mexicans and 
Mexican-Americans, Hong will have a 
large contingent of Korean rooters on 
his side. It is estimated there are 70,000 
Koreans in the Los Angeles area. 
Hong, who has never been knocked 
down, doesn’t think he’s reached his 
peak as a fighter. 
"A few more years, then I will be at 
my peak,” he said 
" I will stay a 
bantamweight, too I have no problems 
making the weight."

The Cubs, for some quirky 
reason, obviously would not 
brook less from Jenkins, and 
shuffled him off, and then 
returned to their customary 
squat in the cellar.

Butz’ policies seem vindicated 


Prices plunge as 
food supply rises

WASHINGTON (LENS) - 
Farm prices are dropping away 
on the Chicago commodity 
markets, putting a question 
mark 
over 
Am erican 
agricultural policy. 
Lower grain and meat prices 
should slow inflation on the 
supermarket shelves which, 
after last year’s 14 per cent 
jump in food prices, will bring 
relief to housewives and 
politicians alike. 
But the cost will be felt 
across the foreign exchanges. 
The United SUtes now earns 
$21 billion a year from farm ex­ 
ports, considerably more than 
its oil import bill. Those ear­ 
nings, which have more than 
doubled in the last two years, 
have now become the major 
prop under the balance of 
payments, but their value 
would be more vulnerable to 
any prolonged decline in prices 
than a drop in the volume of 
farm exports. 
Suddenly the Chicago Board 
of Trade is a buyer’s market. In 
the last three months, 
soybeans, the country’s largest 
cash export, have fallen by 25 
per cent to $6 a bushel, wheat is 
off 22 per cent and maize, 
despite a lowyielding crop last 
year, is down 12 per cent. 
Russia and China have helped 
push prices down by cancelling 
contracts for 8(X),(K)0 tons of 
wheat and most export buyers 
are lying low: a host of bad 
news for America’s balance of 
payments. 
The turn in the market will 
test the policy that Earl Butz, 
the Secretary of Agriculture, 
has followed over the last two 
years of getting the government 
out of the costly business of 
farm support. So far the policy 
has worked well. 
The administration no longer 
pays farmers to keep land 
fallow nor subsidizes the huge 
grain reserves that traditional­ 
ly piled up at government ex­ 
pense Although this policy is 
saving the federal purse about 


$4 billion a year it has succeed­ 
ed mainly because farm prices 
have soared at exactly the time 
of the government pull-out and 
grain stocks have almost 
dwindled away. 
If the free market now turns 
sour, farmers can soon be 
bleating for government 
assistance again. Livestock 
farmers are already in trouble. 
About 15 per cent has been 
knocked off pig production in 
the last year and 12 per cent off 
poultry and eggt becatfle of 
high feed prices; and a spate of 
bankruptcies has hit the beef- 
cattle industry, where market 
prices have dropped 25 per cent 
in a year of spiralling (x^ts. 
Butz, one of the few 
agronomists to have headed the 
Department of Agriculture 
(having been dean of the farm 
school at Purdue University, 
Indiana) insists that these hard 
times are the healthy resuliof a 
free market system at work 
and that government interven­ 
tion would only upset thr ieii- 
correcting balance. 
But 
Senator 
Herman 
Talmadge (D-Ga.), the chair­ 
man of the Senate Agriculture 
committee, is already tryii^ to 
secure higher farm support 
prices in the fear that com­ 
modity prices on the free 
market may fall below the cost 
of production on some farms, a 
possibility which Butz regards 
without undue worry. 
Butz’s tenure in the depart­ 
ment, however, is far from 
secure. He has made himself 
unpopular with Congress, after 
some unguarded humor, and 
with the housewife, who has 
seen little more to his free- 
market policy than constantly 
rising prices. 
President Ford, casting 
around for a cabinet of his own 
making, may well soon find a 
replacement. 
The BuU policy, however, is 
likely to remain. Prices are 
still high enough to have en­ 
couraged grain farmers to go 
for another record crop this 


Edwin Newman says 
TV bad for Ford

HOLLYWOOD (N E A ) - 
NBC’s newscaster Edwin New­ 
man says that President Ford is 
making “ a fatal mistake” by 
appearing on TV as much as he 
does. 
“ TV 
isn ’t 
good 
for 
presidents.” Newman says. 
"Every time President Nixon 
went on about Watergate, he 
hurt himself. 
"F'ord’s chief asset is that 
he's a good guy, trying to do the 
best for his country as he sees 
it But he goes on TV and he’s 
overproduced and he doesn’t 
know what to do with his hands 
He should stay off TV, except 
when 
i t ’s 
absolutely 
necessary.” 
Newman was in Los Angeles 
m connection with the publica­ 
tion of his witty and infor­ 
mative 
book, 
“ Strictly 
Speaking,” which deals wi№ 
the use and misuse of language 
He admits that he sometimes 
makes language mistakes on 
the air Since the book came 
out, he’s become very self- 
conscious about what he says. 
“ Once,” he says, “ I referred 
to something as becoming ‘in­ 
finitely more.’ which is, of 
course, an ifnpossibility.” 
He says there is a tendency 
on the part of many TV 
newsc'= ers to pay more atten­ 
tion to form than content 
"They use words which no 
longer have any meaning,” he 
says 
“ Words such as ‘con­ 
troversial’ 
and 
‘massive,’ 
words which have become so 
common that people no longer 
read them when they are in 
print and no longer hear them 
when they are on TV or the 
radio” 
My old friend and colleague, 
David Westheimer, who used to 
be The Houston Post’s TV 
critic, has a new novel out. 
Westheimer, who wrote “ Von 
Ryan’s Express,” calls his new 
one “ The Avila Gold,” and it’s 
a g(X)d one 
“ The Avila Gold” has been 
optioned by Warner Bros for a

movie but Westheimer won’t 
write the screenplay. 
“ I could have held out for the 
assignment,” he says, “ but it’s 
a question of which I wanted 
more — the chance to write the 
screenplay or the sale, and 
right now I wanted the sale 
more” 
The book is the story of two 
UCLA professors who come 
upon an old map, showing 
buried treasure beneath the 
streets of Los Angeles, and how 
they try to dig it up. He’d like to 
see Gene Hackman and George 
Segal as the two leads. 
Westheimer is happy as a 
novelist and doesn’t miss the 
old days when he had to review 
TV programs 
“I did it for so long,” he says, 
“ that now it’s a pleasure to 
watch TV and realize I don’t 
have to write anything about it 
I can just watch for the fun of it 
— and 1 watch a lot.” 
But he doesn’t watch many of 
his own things He was so un­ 
happy with the movie version of 
“ Von Ryan’s Express,” that he 
never watches when it’s 
telecast — after a certain point 
He just tunes it in until his 
credit is telecast, and then 
tunes it off 


autumn. Early estimates of this 
year’s plantings show that 57 
million acres will be under 
soybeans (8 per cent above last 
year) and 76 million acres will 
be sown with maize 
A m e rica ’s grain crop 
therefore should be substantial­ 
ly up on last year’s, which was 
hampered by a prolonged 
drought that cut yields sharply. 
It is still far too early to make 
harvest predictions but it is now 
a probability that, taking into 
account planting prospects in 
Canada and Australia (and 
asAiming there is no disaster 
with the Russian crop) surplus 
grains will be piling up in 
midwestem granaries with this 
year’s harvest after three years 
of running down. 
Although carry-over stocks 
by this June will probably be at 
their lowest level for 20 years, 
the administration is now fac­ 
ing the problem of how to han­ 
dle this surplus without 
depressing prices further and 
undercutting the balance of 
paymanti. 
In anticipation President 
f(Hil has been able to lift the 
food aid program by 66 per cent 
to $1.6 billion, and the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, which was 
curtailing export shipments of 
wheat until only last month, has 
now eased almost all restric­ 
tions. 
The administration is playing 
something of a double game. It 
is anxious that the United 
States should be the world’s 
major food supplier (the coun­ 
try already provides 60 per cent 
of the international trade in 
feed grains) but it is unwilling 
to finance the back-up service 
of being the world’s storehouse 
that 
proved 
so 
costly 
throughout the 1960s. 
This is a safe policy for the 
domestic market since if crops 
fail the United States can 
always impose an export em­ 
bargo. But it is a dangerous one 
for foreign buyers. 


Japan, which is the largest 
importer of American food, is 
particularly unhappy, still 
smarting from the sudden em­ 
bargo on soybean exports that 
former President Nixon 
slapped on in 1973, which 
threatened to destroy Japan’s 
livestock industry. 


As a result the Japanese have 
turned increasingly to other 
suppliers and they are soon ex­ 
pected to start talks in 
Washington on opening their 
own storage silos in the United 
States. But the administration 
is being slow to take up this 
idea: Japan is demanding 
diplomatic sovereignty over the 
granaries. 
Some more coherent policy 
on grain reserves will need to 
be worked out by the govern­ 
ment in the next few months as 
the United States comes under 
increasing pressure both from 
its regular clients and from the 
developing world, which has 
always regarded the presence 
of large grain reserves in 
America as its ultimate 
safeguard against starvation. 
Yet Butz is determined that the 
bumper harvest he expects this 
year should be stored at the ex­ 
pense and at the risk of the 
farmers themselves — and to 
make quite sure he gets his way 
he has already sold off all of the 
government’s silos to private 
enterprise.

Big Brother lives on Pennsylvania 
Avenue He lives in the new, block size 
S126 million FBI building, which hasn’t 
been dedicated yet but is now one-third 
occupied 
Every capital needs a fortress at the 
center 
to 
symbolize 
police power; 
London has its Tower, France had its 
Bastille, now the US has its FBI 
building. It is symbolically bigger than 
the parent Justice Department across 
the way; it is the biggest building on 
Pennsylvania Avenue — a style of 
architecture that inevitably conjures up 
a wilderness fort, with projecting upper 
storeys the better to shoot down on 
Indians or modern angry mobs That's 
the “J Edgar Hoover Building,” home 
of Big Brother. You can get away from 
the Pentagon, which is across the 
Potomac, but this is right in the center 
of things Every time I pass it m a cab 
going up to the Capitol it gives me the 
creeps. 
Two congressional committees are 
investigating Big Brother now, one in 
the House, one in the Senate In addition, 
the Rockefeller committee at the White 
House is investigating Big Brother’s 
brother, the CIA They are twins The 
law 
says 
the 
CIA

operate 
domestically; it did just the same The 
law doesn’t specifically say the FBI 


can’t use dirty tricks, hire provocateurs, 
spy on congressmen, slip out scandal on

Almost every day now we get new 
details about Big Brother. The facts

daughter! But don’t be concerned. It 
will never see the light. You can be 
absolutely confident of that.” 
Former 
FBI 
assistant 
director 
William Sullivan told the Los Angeles 
Times in May 1973 of Hoover, “That 
fellow was a master blackmailer. He 


had a file on everybody ” 
It is assumed that Rep Ford, when he 
tried 
to 
impeach associate Justice 
William 0. Douglas, got his material 
from Hoover. 
As to the CIA, the twin Big Brother, 
Director William E. Colby delivered a 
50-page report to President Ford at Vail, 
Cok>., late in December about its illegal 
activities at home.

The 
Rockefeller group is looking into that 
story, aired by CBS reporter Daniel 
Schorr We may not get the details right 
away but wait a bit, Washington is a 
sieve; everything comes out in time. 
Lower your voice when you go by Big 
Brother’s 
home; 
he 
may 
have 
something on you. The building has been 
under way for years. It was supposed to 
cost 160 million The excavation started 


in April, 1971 and for a long while was 
the biggest hole in town; three storeys 
deep and a block wide and long. Slowly 
the monument rose to Hoover, the 
monastic figure with a passion for

general. How the Founding Fathers 
would look at that building in wonder 
now at their bicentennial. 
More than seven million sets of 
fingerprints flow yearly into the FBI 
from local and state police, and there 
are records of 81 million Americans, 
either here or around the country. A 
year ago former senator Sam Ervin said 
that there are over 100 “criminal 
history” information banks throughout 
the land.

Mitchell), you may well have a red “C” 
card (cross-reference) in the index The 
gray filing cabinets with six drawers, 
bulge with three-by-five cards. There 
are now 58 million, with 1,300,000 new 
ones coming in each year and 400,000 
pulled out. There are 7500 cabinets, 
growing at the rate of 300 a year The 
electronic retrieval system is a marvel. 
Think of that huge building as a 
warehouse, wholesaling information on 
millions of Americans. 
The United States is programmed for 
fear For years J. Edgar Hoover was the 
most popular man in the country, an 
icon, because he’s alleviated that fear; 
he was protecting us from espionage, 
sabotage, subversive activity and things 
that go bump in the night. He was Top 
Cop, which meant he fought ordinary 
humdrum crime, but more important 
for his mass image he was also Minister 
of Internal Security, fighting Black 
Panthers 
and Communists and 
all 
wicked people. He was incorruptible, in 
his fashion. He was also the Complete 
Bureaucrat. 
Most modern nations separate the two 
police functions. The US should, too, 
because 
they 
trip each other 
up 
England has its ordinary Scotland Yard 
law enforcement, and it has its separate 
security service, MI 5. How do you 


investigate Watergate crimes when the 
FBI combines law enforcement and 
political intelligence (Acting FBI head 
L Patrick Gray III destroyed evidence 
at the request of the White House.) 
A thing to remember is that an order 
to Big Brother to prevent disruption of 
internal 
security 
is 
a 
license 
to 
investigate political beliefs for leftists 
and radicals may become embryonic 
spies and saboteurs. The theory is that 
innocent 
dupes 
will 
infiltrated 
by 
militant agitators. J. Edgar Hoover 
accepted this. FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley seems to accept it, too. Hoover 
formalized it into deliberate harassment 
to 
intimidate 
and 
demoralize 
his 
domestic 
targets. 
It 
was 
done, 
naturally, to protect national security. 
No country has had such warn mgs as 
the United States We have seen Big 
Brother cowing Congress, attomeys- 
general, presidents; we have seen him 
exercising 
unauthorized 
and 
illegal 
powers. 
For the moment there is 
reaction, we have ended 
warrantless 
wiretapping, the Subversives Activities 
Control Board, the House Unamerican 
Activities Committee. We have thrown 
out Nixon. But when will our next wave 
of fear come? Meantime, are we really 
going to christen that structure the J. 
Edgar Hoover building?

foreign country aid buys a 
seat on that country’s “board 
of directors.” Are we, in fact, 
directors of Cambodia, Inc. as 
a result of having given them 
dollars and lives over the 
years of that country’s war? 
Can we claim the right to 
direct a foreign government 
as 
a 
result 
of 
financial 
support? We think not. 
Through military aid, the 
United States has already 
prolonged a war in Southeast 
Asia far beyond any rational 
hope of a favorable settlement 
either to the governments now 
in power there, or to whatever 
U.S. interests there might be. 
The leaders in Saigon and 
Phnom Penh have stayed in 
power on the support of this 
country, and for no other 
reason. 
Our 
money 
and 
military aid have been their 
only hope, and now that is not 
even enough. To this point, we 
have refrained from direct, 
overt intervention in their 
governments, and we should 
not start now. 
We feel foreign aid is given 
with no strings attached. If 
that is not the case, then 
perhaps Congress and the 
Administration should get off 
the back of the C.I.A. which is 
presently under investigation 
in part for interference in 
foreign 
governments. 
If 
foreign aid is, on the other 
hand, given without strings, 
then we suggest our Senators 
and 
Representatives 
mind 
their own business, and leave 
the settlement of civil wars to 
those countries so involved. 
There is much demanding 
their attention at home. 


KEENE, New Hampshire — Just one 
year hence presidential candidates will 
have mushed through the snows in hopes 
of the accolade of victory in the New 
Hampshire primary. This first trial heat 
has been given far more significance 
than it deserves, thanks partly to the 
fact that the number of reporters on the 
trail 
far 
exceeds 
the 
number 
of 
candidates. 
The Democrats in 
1976 will not want for 
numbers with at least 
a 
half 
dozen 
can­ 
didates at the starting 
gate. 
As 
for 
the 
Republicans, 
it 
is 
quite 
a 
different 
matter with an in­ 
cumbent President in 
office. But I venture a 
modest prediction 
Ronald Reagan, the former governor 
of California, will be running in the 
Republican primary Whether there will 
be a liberal alternative is doubtful. 
President Ford is unlikely to have a 
stand-in and Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller has publicly forsworn all 
presidential ambitions. 
With or without a choice, Reagan will 
come out with a thumping victory. 
Conservative Republicans in this most 
conservative state are bound to follow 
their idol. Off and running, Reagan will 
go 
into 
other 
carefully 
selected 
primaries designed to underscore his 
conservative 
triumph 
in 
New 
Hampshire. 
In this is a loud echo of what happened 
in 1968 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy, D- 
Minn . having made himself a leader of 
the 
anti-Vietnam 
war 
movement, 
entered the Democratic primary and 
campaigned 
strenuously. 
The 
only 
major Democrat in the race, McCarthy 
got 42 per cent of the votes. 
As a write-in candidate pushed by 
Democratic regulars, President Lyndon 
B. Johnson got 48 per cent. But in the 
strange 
arithmetic 
of 
the 
New 
Hampshire primary, McCarthy won 20 
Dem ocratic 
national 
convention 
delegate votes to four for Johnson. The 
final count showed that McCarthy had 
received only 300 fewer votes than 
Johnson. 
This was the trigger touching off 
widespread opposition to the president 
within his own party. Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy of New York announced that he 
would seek the nomination, although he 
was careful to say he would not be an 
anti-McCarthy candidate Three weeks 
after the New Hampshire primary, on 
March 31, Johnson announced he would 
not run for a full second term. 
It seems to me that this could be the 
model 
for 
1975. 
After 
an 
initial 
hesitation, President Ford has been 
saying with ever growing emphasis that 
he intends to run for re-election next 
year. 
But 
with 
Reagan 
sweeping 
carefully selected primaries and with 
the possibility, indeed the likelihood, 
Berry’s World 


that the convention might reject him, 
Ford could follow the Johnson precedent 
and bow out. 
Every move Reagan is currently 
making points in the direction of his 
active candidacy, even though he plays 
coy when pressed about his inventions. 
Not for nothing is he enduring the 
bordom 
of the chicken patty circuit, 
doing his weekly broadcast, speaking 
and writing at every opportunity. His 
wealthy backers in Southern California 
stand ready to put up all the requisite 
money. 
Looking more deeply into what is 
probably a clouded crystal ball, it may 
be well to ask what kind of presidential 
candidate Reagan would make. 
In the opinion of this observer the 
trend 
is 
toward 
the conservatives 
growing out of disillusion with various 
aspects of welfareism. But whether it 
would move fast enough to put a Regan 
in the White House is doubtful Unless, it 
must be added, the Democrats cut each 
other up in a fratricidal war. 
On the Republican side, in the New 
Hampshire primary of 1968 Richard 
Nixon got 79 per cent of the vote, Nelson 
Rockefeller 11 per cent in a write-in 
campaign. With the conservatives in the 
Senate in Washington crying for his 
blood and denouncing him as a spoiler 
with the attributes of Judas Iscariot and 
Carrie Nation, it is doubtful that he 
would equal that record. 
Having sworn off presidential politics. 
Rocky should have no trouble squelching 
a write-in effort if earnest followers 
should want to try. 
In a humorous column in the Keene 
Sentinel, Reagan is seen as elected 
president with Gov. Meldrim Thompson 
of New Hampshire as his vice president. 
That is not an impossible combination, 
since Thompson is an ultraconservative 
in a state that has neither income nor 
sales tax. 
In the column, they are announcing 
their cabinet which includes John N. 
Mitchell, 
pardoned 
by 
the 
new 
president, as Attorney General. But it 
is, as Rockefeller said the other night, 
no laughing matter for a people so 
sorely beset by trials and tribulations.
